noting the column number and position it occupied in the Current mop 
List. In practically all cases it was possible to decide under ere 
which subdivision of medicine each title should be classed. ina pa 
relatively few cases where two or more such classifying designa- pre 
tions were necessary, they were each written on the card. By means tra 
of these subject classifying names, the cards were assembled into ere 
groups, and each of these was used in compiling the subdivisions acxpos 
of the index. poe

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IMPERFECTIONS. The field of medical research is so vast 
that it cannot be expected that one person or any small group of 
persons will be found capable of indexing all parts of it equally 
well. Those of us who have made this present index realize that 
many parts of it are indifferently done. The resources of the 
Friends of the Army Medical Library do not permit employing 
specially qualified persons to do this particular work, and the 
time of the indexing staff of the Library is taken up with conm- 
piling the succeeding volumes of the Index-Catalogue of The Sur- 
geon General's Library. This index is the initial effort on the 
part of a few who are interested in having the Current List and 
microfilm copying render an even greater service to research 
workers, in making widely available the extensive collections of 
medical literature assembled in the Army Medical Library in 
Washington, D. C. 

ADVANTAGES. The present plan of publishing promptly the 
titles of medical papers appearing in the current periodicals 
affords a general view of the output of medical research as it 
appears. An index to these titles permits assembling in a con- 
pact form the references to related communications published in 
the various fields of medicine. The complete title is reproduced 
only once in the main body of the publication and only such brief 
subject designating words as are required to insure proper clas- 
sification with all other papers on the same subject require repe- 
tition in the index. Although different words may be used to de- 
scribe the same subject in the titles of different papers, the 
classifying names chosen for the index insures that all papers in 
a given field are listed together. The plan permits two useful 
services to be performed in an efficient manner and at a very 
small cost, and the publication possesses both an immediate and a 
lasting value as a guide to medical literature. 

EXPECTATION. Although the present index is admittedly imper- 
fect, it will serve as an example of the condensed analytical type 
which can be brought to a higher state of perfection and developed 
into an exceedingly efficient key to the medical literature. It 
is expected that hereafter the index prepared for each succeeding 
volume of the Current List will be an index to the entire contents 
instead of to that part of it merely which is not covered by the 
Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus. Thus each volume will be conr- 
plete in itself.
